BrFFALO, Dee. The New Vi rk 
Central railroad yesterday demonstnircl 
its ability to run upon its road the fast- 
est regular train in the world, altliou li 
it failed in this particular run to finish 
niKiii the .'schedule time laid out for it. 
This failure was due entirely to an acci- 
dent, the other portions of the run 
showing conclusively that the fcst; 
schedtded time can be accomplished nnd 
even exceeded. 

Up to six months ago, the tr:nn 
known as the Emjiire .State express I .id 
the world's record as a regular train for 
fast running. The London railway of 
England, running from London to Ab- 
erdeen, began to run a trifle faster than 
the Empire State's record of .51 miles an 
hour.
